July 4 Trip to the Mountain: 


The 6 meter repeater has had bad repeat audio for some time. It was understandable but very 
hummy. The SCOM IDer audio quality was OK so | knew it had to be a receiver issue. 


| pulled the entire repeater to service it on the work bench at home. 
It should be ready to go back into service before the end of the month. 


ECRA techs found several loose connections on their remote control barrier strip wiring harness. 
They also documented the different power supply sources, controller connections and fully 
retested their system. Hopefully their intermittent UHF problem has been resolved. They 
tightened the 147.030 repeater receive squelch to reduce any feedback with the 146.730 
repeater.
